OF RELIEF WORK. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLZ AND A, P.] 
LONDON, Aug. 18, 8:20 p.m.—aAt 
the first meeting of the American 
Women's War Relief Society held to- 
day at the residence of Mrs. William 
Leeds, $80,100 was subscribed. The 
subscriptions ranged from $25,000 to 
a few shillings. Among those pres- 


ent at the meeting were the Duchess 
of Marlborough, who presided; Lady 
Churchill, Lady Paget, Mrs. John As- 
tor, Mrs. Lewis Harcourt, the Duchess 
of Roxburghe, the Countess of Gra- 
nard and the Countess of Essex. 

It was decided that the society 
should equip a hospital and a hos- 
pital ferry which are to be managed 
by the British Red Cross. 

Henry 8. Breckenridge, Assistant 
Secretary of War of the United States, 
announced today his plans for the re- 
lef of stranded Americans in Europe. 
London is to be the headquarters for 
the relief of Americans now on the 
continent. The cruisers Tennessee and 
North Carolina will coal and make 
their headquarters at Falmouth, mov- 
ing from there to continental points 
whenever it is found necessary. 

Maj. Daniel W. Ketcham will direct 
the relief work from London, with 
Capt. Harry F. Dalton assisting him. 
They will open offices in London and 
will devote their attention chiefly to 
obtaining reservations for Americans 
now in England and on the continent. 
Maj. Charles A. Hedekin is to direct 
the relief in France, assisted by Capts. 
Coleman, Louis Brinton, Granville, 
Sevier, Edward D. Ardery and Miller. 
All will go to Cherbourg on board the 
North Carolina and scatter through 
France under Maj. Hedekin’s orders. 
If it be necessary they will be au- 
thorized to send Americans south- 
ward to Mediterranean ports, but pref- 
erably they will be sent to England. 
The North Carolina will return to Fal- 
mouth in about five days.

OLDIERS SEIZE 
GEN. VASQUEZ. 


LOWER CALAFORNIA GOVERNOR 
ARRESTED AT ENSENADA. 


Representative of the Date Huerta 
Regime Is Charged by His Men 
With Confiscation of Funds for the 
Troops’ Pay, According to Travel- 
ers’ Reports. 


(BY DIRECT WIRD—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH ) 

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 18.—Gen, Fran- 
cisco Vasquez, Governor of the north- 
ern section of Lower California, and 
his entire staff were seized by his own 
soldiers last evening at Ensenada and 
Placed in the cuartel, according to 
passengers on the steamer Victoria of 
the Naviera del Pacifico Company. 
which arrived this morning from En- 


senada. 

Gov. Vasquez is charged the so!l- 

diers with confiscating 200,000 pesos 
of the troops’ funds. He and his staff, 
his brother, Gen. Juan Vasquez, Col- 
lector of the Customs Pardo and Col- 
lector of the Port Romani were ar- 
rested on the wharf, as it was be- 
lieved they were to board the Victoria 
and come north with the funds before 
the Constitutionalists take over thé 
government. 
A manifesto in Spanish which was 
circulated by the soldiers at Ensenada 
was brought north by the Victoria 
mngers. It states the Governor 
taken the troops’ pay and various 
rents and funds collected. It is signed 
by Lieut.-Cohk Fortunatus Tenorio and 
Lieut.-Col. A. Cervantes, officers of the 
artillery troops of Gov. Vasquez sta- 
tloned at Ensenada. 

The Victoria passengers say the ar- 
rest was quietly made following a bis 
banquet given by Gov. Vasquez to his 
friends. After the banquet he, his 
brother and staff walked to the wharf 
and were seized by the soldiers. 

The soldiers have not received their 
pay for several montha, they allege. 
They were incensed at the Governor's 
actions and refused to be left in En- 
senada at the mercy of the Constitu- 
tionalists. 
David W. Zarate, a merchant there 
who has been acting as Mayor under 
Gen. Vasquez, has been appointed by 
the soldiers as temporary Governor 
and Gen. Carranza has been notified of 
the action. They are now awaiting 
word from him. The entire proceeding 
was peaceable and the passengers of 
the Victoria say that the town is now 
serene. 
It was etated by Capt. Graciano, 
the Bernardo Reyes, which 
yesterday from la Paz, 
that fortified 
and that Gen. Vasquez had defied the 
Constitutionalists to capture the Lo v- 
er California capital. 
Frederic Palacio, private secretary 
of Gov. Vasquez, arrived here tonight 
from and was amazed when 
told of the arrest of the Governor.

He said 
he had not been in Ensenada for some 
days.

Shortly afterward Mrs. Emerson 
met Williamson and was persuaded 
to transfer the two pieces of property 
to him in return for 30,000 shares of 
the National Tuna Fishing and Can- 
ning Company stock. é 

Williamson had fitted up a luxuri- 
ous office at an expense of about $1100 
and impressed the woman with the 
value of the stock. She gave him a 
deed to the real estate on December 
19, 1913. Eight days later, William- 
son wrote her a letter authorizing her 
as his agent to collect the rents on the 
property. It is this letter that forms 
the basis of the indictment, as be- 
ing in “furtherance” of the scheme 
to defraud that is forbidden by law. 

Williamson had no sooner got the 
property than he proceeded to mort- 
gage it to A. A. Hunt for $7200, and 
about $5000 of that amount was used 
in advertising and organizing a big 
selling force to cover the country in 
a campaign having for its object the 
sale of canned tuna. There had been 
76,000 shares of the capita! stock is- 
sued, of which Mrs. Emerson held 
30,000. When the time came, on April 
10, 1914, to make a payment of $3000 
on the prospective tuna canning es- 
tablishment at Long Beach, William- 
son appears to have spent all the mon- 
ey he raised on the mortgage. The 
offices at 506-7 Black building were 
kept, however, and orders taken for 
the delivery of tuna. One was after- 
ward turned over to the United Tuna 
Packing Company that would have 
made a profit of $6000. 

On April 11, 1914, Williamson re- 
voked the agency he had conferred 
upon Mrs. Em@son, after she -had 
brought suit in the Superior Court to 
recover the deeds. It is alleged that 
Williamson, in order to get the prop- 
erty out of his hands, gave the deeds 
to his mother-in-law, Mrs. Eugenia 
Hawkins of Dallas, Tex. After the in- 
dictment was returned against her 
son-in-law, Mrs. Hawkins gave them 
back to Mrs. Emerson. S80 she has 
the two pieces of property, but the 
mortgage of $7200 remains at a 
healthy rate of interest.

“Lights” and Sold to Restaurants. 
[Dallas News:] Paris is the great 
enall-eating city of the world and 
draws its supplies from most coun- 


tries in Europe. 

But for the last couple of years there 
has been a serious shortage of snails, 
and Surrey and Sussex (where the 
chief eating snail, a large white va- 
riety known as the Roman snail, is 
commoner than elsewhere in Eng- 
land) are being called into help. 

But the shortage is being made up 
in another way. Sham enails are the 
newest things in the way of food 
fakes. The real article is imitated so 
closely that not even the snail epi- 
cure can tell the difference. Snail 
shelis are bought from dustmen and 
rag-pickers. After being cleaned they 
are filled with cat’s meat, or “lights,” 
an ingenious little machine having 
firet cut the soft meat into a cork- 
screw shape, so that it fits into the 
shell. The mouth of the shell ig then 
sealed with liquid fat and the dell- 
cacy is ready for the table. Resfau- 
rants buy these sham snails readily at 
about 2 pence a dozen. 

There are two varieties of edible 
snaile, the large white snail and the 
garden or wood snail, the latter sort 
being eaten only among the poorer 


consumers.

| After an extended argument, Judge 
Ross caused the writ prayed for to is- 
sue, returnable tomorrow morning at 
10:30 o'clock. At that time the re- 
ply of the prosecution to the peti- 
tion for the writ will be submitted, 
when testimony will be taken. 

There has been a big effort made 
to take Mr. Graham back to Tennes- 
see to stand trial on the indictment 
returned by the Federal Court at 
Nashville. He is charged with false 
pretenses in that he represented to 
Ayers that he owned the timber li- 
censes iasued by the government of 
British ColumDia, but it is claimed, 
he did not own the property: and it 
is also alleged that he said the land 
was unincumbered when it was heav- 
ily mortgaged. 

The defense aver that it is simply 
a case of a man buying property on. 
a contract, not fulfilling its terms and 
losing the money he paid. It is ad- 
mitted that Mr. Ayers paid $10,000 on 
the contract providing for the sale 
of the timber land for $550,000, but 


the terms of the contract, he lost his 
money. The $3000 covered by the in- 
dictment refers to a payment made 
by Mr. Ayers in Nashville July 27, 
1907, as the prosecution asserts, upon 
which the claim that Mr. Graham is 
a fugitive from justice is based. The

The effort to get Mr. Graham back 
to Tennessee began with the hearing 
before Gov. Johnson, who, after a 
long contest, issued his warrant of 
rendition. Then habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings were instituted, and Judge 
Willis of the local Superior Court 
dismissed the writ, holding in effect 
that the finding of Gev. Johnson was 
not reviewable. Then the fight was 
transferred to the Federal Court. 

It is claimed that Harry 8. Stokes 
of Nashville, who is the principal at- 
torney in behalf of the removal of 
Mr. Graham, has a power of attor- 
ney, giving him absolute control of 
the case, both from the heirs of the 
late Thomas P. Ayers and the county 
of Davidson, Tennéssee, and that he 
has a contingent interest in the final | 
adjudication of the matter. He is 
accompanied here with two Oper 
agents of Tennessee. 

Judge Ross made it plain that the 
only questions involved in the case 
were: Is the indictment sufficient as 
returned by the Federal Court, and is 
Graham a fugitive from justice? 

It is possible that when the hear- 
ing comes on, it wil) be n to 
send to Tennessee for witnesses in 
behalf of the prosecution on the ques- 
tion as to whether Graham was in 
Nashville in July, 1907. This wlll mean 
more ‘delay and expense to someDaty, 
and Oscar Lawler let the cat out of 
the bag when he intimated that what- 
ever the cost might be that the State} 
of Tennessee would not be compelled 
to pay the Dill.

City-County Consolidation. 


THREE CITIES AGREE TO 
OAKLAND’S AMENDMENT. 


NTERCITY harmony among the 

three largest municipalities of 

California—Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland—is to be the out- 
come of the work of City Attorney 
Stephens the past week in San Fran- 
cisco, which was brought to a satis- 
factory conclusion Monday night. 

An amicable agreement has been 
reached whereby all three cities will 
support the Oakland draft of the pro- 
posed constitutiona] amendment prd- 
viding the way for city-county consoli- 
dation. 

San Francisco has agreed to sacri- 
fice its desires and give its support 
to the Oakland amendment. This re- 
leases Los Angeles from its ethical 
obligation to stand with San Francisco 
in support of the amendment prepared 
jointly by these two cities, and Los 
Angeles can turn in and warmly sup- 
port the pro Oakland amend- 
ment. 

City Attorney Stephens returned 
from the Bay City yesterday forenoon 
and brought word of the harmonious 
conclusions reached. He believes 
that the termination was the best pos- 
sible one for all concerned, in view 
of existing conditions. 

His first conference at San Fran- 
cieco was with the directors of the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition. Then this 
body met with Mr. Stephens and the 
directors of the San Francisco Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The exposition di- 
rectors pointed out the possibilities of 
the controversy seriously injuring the 
exposition affairs, and proposed that 
all action for a constitutional amend- 
ment be postponed for two years. 

This was objectionable to Los An- 
geles, as this city wants to be placed
